HIGH PRICES MEAN GOOD TIMES. 


Naturally, the set-back

tion, with the appalling 
disturbance 
of business 
conditions 


that 
must 
inevitably follow from Lsuch 
a "reactionary 


triumph. 
The mere shadow of such an event 
as it is now 


pictured upon the future, cannot fail to exert a depressing 
effect upon trade for the coming two years. 
Insurgent 
doc- 


trine are not likely to gain the upper 
hand 
and 
shape 
the 


destinies of the republicau party. 
The result of the election 


in New York state should be sufficient to inipress this truth 
upou every impartial observer. 
Rooseveltisni, championed 


with all the energy of Roosevelt himself, who had 
taken it 


upou himself to assume 
the dictatorship 
of the republican 


party, and rename it "new nationalism,'' 
was beaten 
to a 


frazzle, to use his own expression. 
Itwas up to the repub- 


licans ofNew York to decide whether 
the old and 
tried or 


the new and untried spirit should prevail. It was the 
para- 


mount issue with'them, dwarfing the 
questiou 
whether 
re- 


publicans or democrats should hold the state' 
offices for the 


ensuing 
term. 
And thej responded 
decisively against- the 


so-called amended 
edition. 
Roosevelt 
does 
not 
accept 
the 


result as a personal rebuke, and a repudiation 
of his leader- 


ship and his new gospel of republicanism. 
He threatens 
to 


continue his work along 
the same 
lines. 
Nevertheless, in 


spite of his protest, it was a body-blow at himself and his 
pretensions, 
and intended as such. 
Further efforts to control 


the party organization willleave his motives open to further 
question. 
It might Jbe regarded

a deliberate attempt to 


split the party.

ing. In 10 floods in Dresden and 6 in 
Vienna no increaes of typhoidresulted.

Printing a C oin on Linen. 
The print of a silver coin or medal 
i.lay be made on silk or linen by dip­ 
ping the fabric In n solution of nitrate 
of sliver and stretching it over the 
face of the coin u n til the Image Is Im­ 
printed. The linen Is sensitized by dip­ 
ping it into a solution of nltrute of 
silver, made by dissolving sixty or 
eighty grains of n itra te of silver In 
one ounce of w nter. 
Wet the portion 
of the cloth w hich Is to receive the 
impression In the solution and when 
nearly dry drnw It over the face of the 
coin and tie it at tb e back. 
Expose to 
a weak light, and in n few miuutes the 
raised design of tb e coin will appear 
on the linen. 
As soon as the print Is 
dark enough rem ove aud wash tu clea.r 
water. 
When 
nearly 
dry 
iron 
it 
smooth with a w arm iron, placing a 
píécé u i tissue paper over the p rin t 
In printing from th e coin or medal It 
Is advisable to p aste a piece of paper 
on the reverse side, so th a t the silver 
will not come in contact with the sen­ 
sitized fabric.

T h e crim e was com m itted on S ep tem ­ 
b e r 10, when McAuliffe b ro k e into and 
ro b b ed a drug store in lo n e. 
A 
C am inetti attorney 
fo r the de­ 
fe n d a n t, produced do cu m en tary 
evi­ 
de n ce as to the previous good character 
o f MAculiffe, and the d e fe n d a n t h im ­ 
s e lf w as put under oath and allowed to 
te s tify in his own behalf a s to his past 
cond uct. 
Over indulgence in in to x i­ 
c a n ts 
w as accredited as his downfall. 
T h e cou rt having h eard 
th e 
evi­ 
d en c e, determ ined th at th e defendant 
w a s g u ilty of burglary of th e first d e ­ 
c re e , 
but suspended sen te n c e for

The experim enter takes an o rd in a ry 
drinking gloss with a flat and even 
bottom an d holds it Immediately ab o v e 
the candle n t n distance of about one 
foot from It, so as to be able to see 
the flame of th e candle through th e 
bottom of th e glass. 
He then p o u rs 
slowly the d iluted milk Into the glass. 
The flame becomes less and 
less 
bright as th e level of the liquid rises 
Into the glass. 
The flame Is soon r e ­ 
duced to a dull whine spot. 
A little 
more liquid slowly added so a s to 
nvold p o uring an excess and the flam e 
becomes absolutely Invisible. 
All th a t 
remains to he done is to m easure th e 
height of th e liquid In the glass, this 
being m ost conveniently ascertained by 
dipping into It a strip of pastebo ard 
and then m ea su rin g the v/et part. 
It 
should m en su re not over an inch if th e 
milk Is pure. 
With good quality milk diluted and 
tested as sta ted the depth will 
be 
about seven-eighths of an Inch before 
the flame Is lost to view. 
A m ix tu re 
of one volum e of milk and half a vol­ 
ume of w a te r should show a d ep th a t 
one and on e-h alf inches. 
A d ep th o f 
two inches indicates either p artially 
skimmed m ilk or a m ixture of one v o l­ 
ume of good milk with one of w a te r.— 
Scientific A m erican.

Huhn of P hiladelphia, who has m ad e 
a study o f th e subject of keepiug 
motorcars in a perennial condition of 
newness, s a y s th a t the paint on an a u ­ 
tomobile c a n be preserved indefinitely 
If the soap is dissolved and applied in 
semiliquid fo rm instead of in its r a w 
state. 
In large g a ra g e and automobile con ­ 
cerns. w h ere th e washing of cars is an 
Important p a r t of each day’s w ork, 
much u n n e cessary expense is in cu rred 
through a m istak e n idea of the m e an s 
required to g e t the lather to a p ro p er 
consistency. 
Employees of th ese e s­ 
tablishm ents as well as ow ners w h o 
wash th eir o w n cars act on th e a s ­ 
sumption t h a t it is necessary to u se a 
large piece o f soap on a sponge to g et 
the desired lather. 
Mr. H u h n suggests th at a better and 
decidedly m ore economical m ethod Is 
to dissolve tw e n ty pov.uds of soap in 
twenty-five gallons of w ater and to u se 
this solution w ith w a ter as occasion 
demands. 
H e figures th a t a sav in g o f 
25 per c en t w ill result in the soap bills 
of these g a ra g e s and automobile co m ­ 
panies. 


How to Patch Wall Paper. 
It is not easy to put a new p atch on 
wall paper so th a t it hardly show s, 
but if you ha v e an untidy place th a t 
needs re p a p erin g try 
the follow ing 
way: Cut a piece of paper rath er la r­ 
ger than y o u require and if the p a p e r 
on the w all is faded lay the p atch in 
a sunny p lace fo r n day or two. T h e n 
brush it o v e r w ith paste, lay it o ver 
the toru p lace and tear a strip off th e 
patch at e a c h edge, pulling It a w a y 
from the o u tsid e so as to leave a th in 
edge of th e colored part on top. W h e n 
smoothly p a sted down the joint will 
scarcely sh o w . 
If the paper is to ra 
before th e p aste is applied the thin 
edge gets too sodden and the p aste is 
apt to ooze o u t und leave a dirty m a rk 
all round th e patch. 


How to Weigh an Automobile. 
To obtain th e exact weight of a n a u ­ 
tomobile a n d the weight carried on 
each pair o f w heels It is necessary to 
use a p la tfo rm scale—that is, auy scale 
th at has a p latfo rm sufficiently w ide 
to take th e entire length of the m a ­ 
c h in e -th e n proceed in this m an ner: 
First w eigh th e whole car. Next w eig h 
the back o f th e car. 
To do this th e 
middie of th e c a r should be over th e 
edge of th e platform . 
The fro n t of 
the car sh o u ld be weighed in the sa m e 
manner. 
I f th is has been carefully 
done the la s t tw o weights when a d d ­ 
ed tog ether should give within tw e n ty 
pounds of t h e entire weight of the car.

He had a 
crippled le ft hand, but managed, not­ 
w ithstanding this, to reach the wom an 
and d rag her into safety.

plete unconsciousness of self is the 
modern hero.
